Sherriff Hencken and Barrington were 
seated together.

Barrington chatted freely with the sher- 
iff during the hour's ride. He resisted ef- 
forts to draw any information on the 
tragedy from him, but stated that he had 
been in that section of the country recent- 
ly on a pleasure jaunt. 

Bonfils was reached at $ o'clock. It isa 
wayside station, with severa] nearby farm- 
houses. 

The station is at the bottom of a slope, 
alcng which a path winds westward to 
Taussig avenue, a pretentious title for a 
country road. A bridge crosses the tracks 
of the electric line bélow at this point, 150 
yards from the station, which is a mere 
pavilion. 

To the east is a wheatfield; to the west 
a cornfield. 

“There, in that wheat field, is where we 
found McCann's shoes,” said Cabanne, 
pointing to a spot several hundred yards 
east of the station. “They were about 50 
feet apart, when found.” 

Barrington glanced in the direction 
spoken of and quietly remarked; “Is that; 
so?” 

Up the hill the party trudged, followed 
by 50 other persons, who had alighted 
from the car. 

Toward the south the procession moved, 
Barrington and his guards in the lead, 
|past the residence of Mrs. Margaret Lan- 
non on the right, next the home of Fred 
Krueger on the left and down a winding 
hill to a huge tree, an eighth of a mile 
from the station. 

“Here is where I was assaulted,” sald 
Barrington, pointing to a large root pro- 
jecting from the ground: He was pressed 
for details, but declined to make any fur- 
ther statement. 

He admitted, however, that he had been 
there once before the night of June 18, 
and said he had met a little boy, who had 
warned him that it would be dangerous 
to proceed any further on account of high 
water.

She then left Leland and soon after met

McCann's habit of spending money 
freely also extended to his cards.

When the body of McCann Was exhumed 
Sunday afternoon Barrington was described 
as being ‘‘the coofest man on the spot.”’ 
His composure was such that he could stoep 
over the body and, without a tremor, touch 
the teeth of the putrid form and say most 
critically: ‘No, I don’t believe this is 
McCann. I am interested to hear what 
Mrs. McCann will say.” 

He was so cool he could stand there 
where the murder was done and never 
falter before that withering fire of interro- 
gation which has made the S8t. Louls chief 
of detectives the most famous sweater of 
criminals in the West. 

Yet—when the officers went up into the 
Hotel Leland for Barrington, the body of 
McCann having been found, they found 
this enigma in human society ‘‘trying to 


hide behind a curtain, showing a little 
fight.’ 


Beginning of McCann’s 
Infatuation for Barrington. 


When Barrington was serving his term 
in the workhouse for his cruel deception 
of Miss Cochrane, thé Kansas City girl 
who married him believing his fairy tales 
of his position and wealth, there was heard 
now and then in the ec munity an expres- 
sion of sympathy for the man—just a scrap 
ss and there in the deluge of denuncia- 

After Barrington was released by Mayor 
Wells and went to a saloon at Broadway 
and Chestnut as a bartender, these sym- 
pathizers began to turn up. One of them 
was James J. McCann. McCann was a 
Kentucklan, a horseman and a man of 
considerable means. He had inherited an 
estate, and a year ago was understood to 
have had some $30,000, much of which he 
had dissipated when he met Barrington. 

McCann was an eccentric fellow, whose 
eccentricities included generosity. The first 
thing he did, after walking into the saloon 
and telling Barrington he sympathized 
with him, was to give him $60. 

The acquaintance there begun became a 
friendship of such intensity that Barrington 
went to McCann's hotel to live, and the 
men were constant companions. McCann 
had a good team. Barrington had good 
‘clothes. McCann's team enabled him to 
resume to some extent that flashy ensemble 


& guest at the Planters’ Hotel, was court- 
ing Miks Cochrane at her sister's home 
in the West End, and had money. 

Just what mental! analydis McCann made 
of Barrington it is difficult to understand. 
but certainly he was far from a thought 
that the man he was befriending and sup- 
porting. even to the extent of giving him 
the entree to his home; ‘as assembling in 
his crafty mind a plot “ill MeCarm and 
possess McCann's ; , . 
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This, at least, is the theory of the police. 
It is understood that McCann's -available 
money at the time the murder was com- 
mitted amounted to something like $5000. 
This information comes from the murdered 
man’s wife. 

Barrington, in a way, was clever, but it 
is unlikely he was clever enough to devise 
a plan by which he could rob McCann with- 
out taking his life. Henceforth the police 
are convinced that, day after day, as they 
rode, walkea, talked and ate together, Bar- 
rington’s mind was propounding the prob- 
lem, “How shall I kill McCann?” 


Visited Tragic Spot 
Before the Murder. 

Barrington went out on the St. Louis, St. 
Charles & Western electric railroad be- 
fore he went out there on the night of 
June 18 with McCann. The police have pos- 
itive proof of this. What was he doing out 
there? Was he seeking a spot to which 
he could lure his friend and where, by all 
the reasoning within his power, he could 
safely destroy his life? 

There is not in all St. Louis County a 
spot better adapted to the work of the 
assassin than that in which McCann lost 
his life. It is 15 miles north of the St. 
Louis city limits. It is only a mile from 
the Missouri river. The topography of 
the country would have delighted one of 
the assassins of the “Old Man of the Moun- 
tain.”” The road runs from Bonfils Station. 
winds over a hill and down by the brink 
of a 35-foot precipice at a quarry. Down 
in the quarry is a pool of water 15 feet 
deep. All around is a copse of alder and 
hazel and little scrub oaks. 

This was the place to murder McCann. 
Here his body, stripped. could be cast into 
the pond. Who would see it? It was 
one chance in 10,000 that anybody would. 
Here were hiding places enough in which 
to conceal the clothes. They would never 
be found. Some of them never have been. 
If the body should be found it would be 
nude and decomposed. None could say it 
was the body of McCann. 


Plot to Lure McCann 
to Secluded Quarry. 


In the light of the evidence the police 
are convinced that Barrington, by this 
time become a fiend delighting in the scope 
of his plot and the cunning which crim- 
inals see in their carefully-laid plans for 
a crime, turned to his mind for a means 
of luring McCann to the place where he 
was to be slain 

McCann seems to have readily credited 
every fairy tale Barrington chose to in- 
vent. So when Barrington told him he 
was negotiating with some farmers out in 
the country for the sale of his British 
war pension for $1000, McCann seems to 
have believed the story and promptly ac- 
cepted an invitation to go with Barrington 
into the country to see these prospective 
purchasers of the Englishman's pension, 
Mrs. McCann says she was also invited 
to go, and that the trip was to have Geen 
made on the date of McCann's disappear- 
ance. It was only in the afternoon of that 
day that her husband informed her that 
the trip waa off, 

That evening Barrington and Mr. and 
Mrs. McCann sat in front of the Leland 
Hotel. Barrington complained of having a 
headache. McCann and Barrington arose 
to go to the drug store for headache pow- 
ders. Mrs. McCann sat there and watched 
Barrington and her husband walk off down 
the street.

Mrs. McCann sat there in fron¢ of her 
home and. waited for long the return of 
the men with the headache powdets. They 
did not come, and she went to bed. 

What had become of Barrington and Mce- 
Cann? The police have developed this: 
When the men started for the drug store 
they were in reality starting for the old 
quarry near Bonfils Station. McCann did 


a car to the Suburban Garder. They drank 
a little there. A few minutes after 10 
o'clock they took a northbound car on the 
St. Louis, St. Charles & Western electric 
railroad at Wellston. 

McCann doubtless did not know where 


him some story which made the trip neces- 
sary. The car started] ‘for Wellston with 
about eleven men on it. When it reach 
Bonfils Station but two of the passengers 
remained. They were Barrington and Mc- 
Cann. Both the conductor and the motor- 
man are certain of that. They have identi- 
fied Barrington personally as being one of 
the men, and have pronounced McCann's 
photograph as u likeness of the other. 

The police are convinced that Barring- 
ton was taking McCann out to murder 
him. 

The men sat in separate seats. The con- 
ductor, who collected fares from them, says 
they laughed and talked constantly. He 
is sure they were not drunk. They might 
have been drinking, but neither was & 
drunken man. 

Barrington and McCann got off at Bonfils 
Station. They walked west side by side. 
They were still laughing and talking. 

McCann was pleased with Barrington. He 
was a good fellow. 


“Bennett, Did You Hear 
Those Pistol Shots?” 


The electric cars were not running fur- 
ther north than Bonfils Station that night. 
The crew waited there for leaving time. 
In a few minutes the motorman called to 
the conductor in startled tones: 

“Bennett, did you hear those three pistol 
shots?” 

“Yes, right over the hill where those two 
men went.” 

It is an eighth of a mile from the Bonfils 
Station to the quarry pond where McCanns 
body was found. Berrington and McCann 
had heen gone from the station just about 
long enough to have walked over there 
when the electric car men heard the three 
shots. 

The night of the 18th was 4&4 clear, 
though a dark, night. One can picture to 
the mind the expression of terror that 
flashed upon MeCann's face when Bar- 
rington, the man he had befriended, sud- 
deniy leaped, as the police say he did, to 
take the life of hia friend. 

McCann was unarmed. He had recently 
purchased a pistol, but had given it to 
Barrington. It wus enough that one of 
thein be armed. 

The police say that Barrington first at- 
tacked McCann with a razor. He swung 
the blade at McCann's throat.» McCann, 
terrorized and astounded, screamed like a 
woman as he met the first onslaught. The 
men on the electric car »eurd the screams 
before they were _ eused by the shots.

The police say that Barrington killed Mc- 
Cann about 11 o'clock. From that time un- 
til he reappeared at McCann's home there 
elapsed an interval of nine hours. The por 
lice say that this amount of time was 
necessary for the long walk from Bonfils 
Station, fifteen miles north of the city 
limits, to the Leland Hotel. 

A number of persons saw Barrington on 
his way home. He was seen by (haries 
Meyers, a negro, not far south ef Ronfils 
Station. Barrington turned his face from 
Meyers. He did not want to bo seen. Bo 
he would stay off the cars, and walk ihe 
whole distance of more than twenry miles. 

Twenty miles with the guilt of an awful 
murder to carry would be too much for 
the average human. Motorman Mott 
passed Kiarrington five times along. the 
track in the course of his earjy runs. An 
employe at the electric railway power 
house saw him pass at that point early 
in the morning. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond says there 
is no criminal so shrewd but that he leaves 
behind him a clew. The police are as- 
tounded at the clews Barrington left be- 
hind. Seemingly, he placed his whole reili- 
ance upon the body of McCann going un- 
discovered out there in the pond. If it 
was found, what of the. men who saw 
him walking along the track? What of the 
shoes thrown into the field? What of 
Barrington, who was with him last, being 
found at McCann's home? 

Was bharrington weighing these things 
in his mind when he walkes those 20 -nlles? 
The police can scarce belleve that he was. 
Seldom has a murder been so deliberately 
and yet so awkwardiy planned.

Extensive System of “Knocking 
Down” Discovered by Supt. 
* John Grant. 


PECULATIONS HAVE 
BEEN HEAVY. 


Conductors and Inspectors Involved, 
and Three Under Arrest Have 
Made Confessions. 


General Superintendent John Grant of 
the Transit company said to the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday morning that he had evi- 
dence that led him to believe that the 
system of robbing the company, as ar- 
ranged between the conductors and in- 
spectors affected every heavily traveled 
line of that company in St. Louis and he 
expected to cause more arrests before 
night. 

‘This systematic robbery has been go- 
ing on for nearly three months, at least, 
and we have evidence that leads us to be- 
lieve that many of the men are implicat- 
ed,’’ said Mr. Grant. 

“We are going to the bottom of it and 
more arrests will be made at once. As 
yet, we can not say just how many lines 
aro affected, but the stealing has been 
extensive and we think that every line in 
the city that carries heavy travel has suf- 
fered. 

“Many arrests will doubtless be caused 
at once and more later. We cannot esti- 


mate the amount of stealings at present.”’ 

Edward and Joseph Hossman, conductors, 
and Louls Ohliger, un inspector of conduc- 
tors on the Page avenue line of the Tran- 
sit company, have confessed to Chief of 
Police Kiely that they had a systematic 
arrangement by which they were “knock- 
ing down’’ fares and they profited to the 
extent of $1 to°$10 a day for the conduc- 
tors and each conductor paid an assess- 
ment of from 2 to 50 cents a day to the 
inspector.
